PAYMENT PLAN 


French Debt Commission 
Is Expected To Arrive 
Here About September 


15 To Discuss Terms. 


ALL TO BE FUNDED 


IN 62-YEAR PERIOD 


Agreement Between Com- 
missions, Reached After 
Short Session at Wash- 
ington Tuesday.

Washington, Augnst 18.—After only 
a week of negotiations, an agreement 
for funding Belgium's zebt of ap- 
proximately $480,000,000 to the Unit- 
ed States has been reached, clearing 
the way for settlement by other na- 
tions who have carefully watched the 
recent conferences here. 

The agreement was reached Tues- 
day afternoon when the Belgian and 
American commissions resumed their 
negotiations, after the whole situa- 
tion had been presented to President 
Coolidge over the week-end by Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon and 
Senator Smoot of Utah. The meeting 
Tuesday lasted an hour and 45 min- 
utes. Signatures of the mc 3. ve 
affixed Tuesday night to the formal 
‘agreement, which must be ratified by 
congress and by = Belgian govern- 
ment. 

After the agreement had _ been 
reached, Senator Smoot announced 
that the French debt commission was 
expected here about September 35 to 
begin negotiations for settlement of 
their war debt totalling approximately 
four billion dollars, and said _ settle- 
ment with the Belgians would aid the 
negotiations with the nch. 

Funding of the post-armistice debt 
is on a basis similar to that granted 
Great Britain, while in making an 
arrangement for the  pre-armistice 
debt the American commission took 
into consideration as a “moral obliga- 
tion” the special provision granted 
Belgium in the Versailles and sub- 
sequently in the Dawes plan, for pay- 


menteof her debts out of German rep- 
arations. -As a result, there will be 
no interest charged on the pre-armis- 
tice debt, and a portion of the annual 
payments will be deferred for the first 

xX vears., 

This plan of settlement was dis- 
elo. ed by the United News when the 
negotiations first began, as being that 
which the American commission would 
accept from Belginm.

New Orleans, August 18.--(A)— 
George (“Dutch’’) Anderson, object 
of a nation-wide search as the slayer 
of Mr. and Mrs. Ben Hance near 
Muncie, Ind., several days ago, was 
being sought here tonight following 
the finding of a note late today signed 
with his name, which indicated that 
Anderson, pal of Gerald Chapman, no- 
torious bandit and killer, may be in 
this city. 

The note, written on 1 cheap station- 
ery, was found by George Vidrine, 
attorney, in the front seat of his auto- 
mobile, which was parked in the busi- 
ness district. 

It said: 

“To the New Orleans 
partment: 

“T hope you find this, 

(Signed) “ ‘Dutch’ Anderson. 

“P. S.—Gerald Chapman and my- 
self are both innocent.” 

Mr. Vidrine said examination of 


the note convinced him the writer 
was well-educated, as the spelling 
was correct and the handwriting clear 
and distinctive.

The temper of the senate on the 
question of state bond issues for any 
purpose whatsoever was demonstrat- 
ed Tuesday afternoon when the $15,- 
000,000 bond issue bill for higher 
education by Governor Clifford Walk 
eg failed to receive the necessary con 
stitutional majority on roll eall. The 
vote was 27 for and 23 against. 

Senator Maddox. of the 26th dis- 
trict, upon failure of the bill to pass, 
immediately filed notice for reconsid- 
eration. His motion will be acted 
upon today. 

Adverse action of the senate on this 
measure followed @ bitter two-hour 
fight. Those speaking for the bill in- 
cluded Senators Dixon, Maddox, En- 
nis, Andrews and others. Those 
speaking against it included Senators 
Collier, E. D. Cole, Harrell, Wil- 
kinson, DeLaPerriere, Morgan, Sapp, 
Moye and others. 

Common School Pleas. 

In speaking on the bond issue bill, 
Senator E. D. Cole, 42d, declared 
“Bartow county school districts have 
already voted a tax of $12 on the 
thousand.” 

“Don’t you think that’s enough? 
God knows, I do,” he added. 

Senator Harrell 12th said that the 
state has a revolving fund for the 
common schools now, but “it’s stil! 
revolving arid the common schools 
baven't received any of it yet.” 

“The cities vote these bonds and the 
farmers pay for them,” he declared. 

Senator Wilkinson, 40th, said there 
are more “educational paupers” to- 
day than ever before and urged put- 
ting them on the vagrant list and 
é An amendment to 
give the revolving fund for common 
schools $2,000,000 instead of $1,000,- 
000 and to lop off a million from the 
University of Georgia item was of- 
fered by Senator. Neal, but went down 
with the bill 

Senator Morgan, Ist, opposed the 
bill with the remark that “there is 
too much paternalism now. 

Opponents of the bill urged the 
point that the state is already too 
heavily in debt, and that appropria- 
tions have been passed by the senate 
greatly increasing high school funds. 

Ennis Casts Vote. 

President Ennis cast his vote from 
the chair for the bill at conclusion 
of roll eall. Senator Harrell rose to a 
point of order to esk if the vote of the 
president was allowed except when his 
ballot was necessary to break a tie. 


Mr. Ennis replied, “I wish to state 
that the president of the Georgia 
state senate enjoys the same rights 


and privileges of any member on the 
floor and he proposes to exercise them 
when he chooses to do so. On this 
occasion, he wishes his vote on this 
proposal to be recorded and broadcast 
to the people of Georgia. Therefore,

The trio won freedom in a 
jail break that cost three lives. 

Afraid at First. 
“Of course I was afraid of Murray 


at first,” she said, remembering how 
the three convicts, with four hostages, 
awakened her parents and demanded 
to be hidden for an entire day. 

“But he was nice to us, even if he 
was a bad man.”

Baseball Players and 
Sports Writer Will Be 
Grilled by President of 
League Today. 


PLAYERS IN DENIAL 
OF ANY “APPROACH” 


Claim Two Players Re- 
ceived “Offer” From 
New Orleans Official To 
“Lay Down.” 


Memphis, Tenn., August 18.—(#)— 
John D. Martin, president of the 
Southern association, tonight was en 
route to Nashville to clear the skies 
or unleash the storm clouds which 
gathered today with whispering of a 
possible “scandal’ incidental to one of 
the tightest pennant fights in the his- 
tory of the league. 

Printed rumors that certain of the 
Nashville players, unnamed, had been 
“approached” recently in New Or- 
leans, with a suggestion that they 
“go rotten” in order to be returned to 
the major league clubs with a pos- 
sibility that they might come back 
in the Southern circuit for a share of 
“nennant” money, will form the basis 
of an investigation to be opened by 
Mr. Martin in Nashville at 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

Each of the Nashville players will 
be required to appear before the 
league official to make affidavit as 
to their knowledge of the alleged dick- 
ering. The writer of the article which 
appeared in a Nashville newspaper 
also will be asked :to testify and club 
officials will likewise appear for 
questioning. 

News of the printed story reached 
Mr. Martin today and orders immedi- 
ately were given for a hearing to be 
held in Nashivlle tomorrow. Tele- 
grams dispatched today directed that 
each of the players be on hand for 
questioning in an executive hearing. 

Declines To Comment. 

Mr. Martin declined tonight to com- 
ment on the situation other than to 
reiterate his determinatton, announced 
in a formal statement given to The As- 
sociated Press this afternoon, to thor- 
oughly sift the allegation and “if anv 
one is found guilty of crooked work” 
o “deal with him with al] the vigor 
of which I am capable.” 

In his statement Mr. Martin point- 
ed out that the first intimation he 
had received of the charges made in 
the story printed in the Nashville 
paper was given him today. 

Clifford S. Parker, secretary of the 
league, accompanied Mr. Martin to 
Nashville to prepare a transcript of 
the proceedings of the investigation. 

Statements made by the manage- 
ments of the New Orleans and Nash- 
ville clubs indicated emphatically that 
a full investigation woul” be courted 
by them. 

J. A. Hinnemann, president of the 
New Orleans club, declared that the 
allegations were without basis and 
charged that the whole affair was a 
“publicity stunt” inspired in an ef- 
fort to increase interest in the appear- 
ance of the New Orleans club in 
Nashville in September. -Mr. Hinne- 
mann said he would demand a full in- 
quiry. J. A. Sloan, president of. the 
Nashville club, was equally as em- 
phatiec in his declaration for a thor- 
ough inquiry. 

“We court an investigation,” Mr. 
Sloan said. ‘‘We know nothing about 
it but, when eur attention was called 
ts the rumors, we decided to ask 
Commissioner Landies to look into 
the matter for the good of the game. 

Settlement Up to Martin. 
“Settlement will rest with Presi- 
dent Martin at an investigution to be 
held tomorrow.” 

Commissioner Landis now is. en 
route to Chattanooga, but it was not 
considered likely here that he would 
be called into the inquiry at this 
time. The matter is considered an 
intra-league situation at this stage, 
at least with first attention being 
given to determination as to the ba- 
sis for the charges.

IN RAWLINGS CASE 


Prosecution Scores When 
Notes and Insurance 
Policies of Defendant 
Are Used as Evidence. 


JURY IS COMPOSED 
OF 12 FARMERS 


Negro Workman Tells 
Jury of Rushing to 
Scene of Tarbutton Kill- 
ing When He Heard Shot. 


Wrightsville, Ga., August 18.—The 
state scored an important point this 
aftc. noon in the trial of C. G. Rawl- 
ings for the murder of G. A. Tarbut- 
ton, his former business partner, when 
it succeeded in obtaining the admis- 
sion as evidence, of notes and insur- 
ance policies held by L. B. Holt, of 
Sandersville, receiver for Rawlings’ 
business enterprises. 

. The defense fought hard for an hour 
and a half, the jury being excluded 
during the argument, to keep the poli- 


tending t? .t Holt, as receiver, was the 
same as Rawlings and that Rawlings 
could not be required to testify against 
himself. Judge Earl Camp overruled 
the moiticn to exclude the papers and 
the court issued an order for the re- 
ceiver to prodr.. all of the notes and 
policies for the state’s attorneys to 
use in the prosecution of Rawlings. 

In this connection Solicitor General 
Kea said that there would be a new 
witness to take the stand tomorrow 
to tell of an alleged plot to “pnt 


Rawlings could collect on this paper.” 
The policies amounted to $345,000. 
Kea indicated that the testimony to- 
morrow morning will be ~nsational. 
Testimony Given. 

The sts‘ began introducing testi- 
mony at 11:40 o’clock this. morning 
after selection of the jury had been 
completed. All the witnesses the 
state called to the stand today tes- 
tified in the trial of Tanner. 

The state again tried to show that 
Tanner deliberately shot Tarbutton 
after the two had lured him to the 
scene of the tragedy for that purpose. 

Louis Stevens, T. Alexander, T. I. 
Young, nearest neighbors to the scene 
of the tragedy, Dr. O. H. Bray, Dr. 
H. M. Johnson, both Wrightsville 
physicians, and M. E. Crowe, county 
demonstration agent, were called to 


the stand today by the state. All tes- 
tified in Tanner's trial. Their testi- 
mony today was virtually the same as 
previously given. 

The principal witness today was 
Louis Stevens, negro. He said he 
was about 300 yards from the scene 
when the fatal shot was fired. . 
Rushing up he said he asked, ““‘What 
in the world has happened,” and re- 
ceived the reply from ‘Tanner, “I 
ee killed Mr. arbutton acciden- 
ally 
Stevens testified that he was en- 
gaged .a digging holes, on the Ring- 
jaw Bluff farm, the day of the shoot- 
ing. The holes were dug, he said in 
the seare] for bauxite deposits and 
the work was ordered by J. J. Tanner, 
the farm overseer, who is now under 
sentence of life imprisonment for the 
Tarbu. illing. Upon hearing the 
report of a gun, he said he rushed to 
the men some distance away, and 
found ‘larbutton lying in a pool of 
blcod, with Tanner and Rawlings at 
the spot. Sievens testified that both

WOMAN SAYS SHAFFEY KILLED HUSBAND 


By Alleged Midnight Slayer 


Maryville Tenn., August 18.—(/)— 
‘‘That’s the man; he did it,” Mrs. Ada 
Wells, 20. widow of Luther Wells 
who died of gunshot wounds received 
at the hands of a midnight marauder 
on the night of December 10, 1923, 
declared in Blount county ‘criminal 
court this afternoon, pointing directly 
to Will D. Sheffey, indicted and on 
trial for the murder of her husband. 

Identification of the prisoner at 


bar in this manner was bitterly fought 
by counsel for Sheffey, and as At- 
torney General T. W. Peace led the 
witness through a_ recital of the 
events of the night that robbed her 
of her husband and sent her to a hos- 
pital with a bullet wound in her side, 
to the point of identification, the de- 
fense secured a ruling from Judge 
John Blair to exclude the jury from 
the courtroom. 

With the jury absent Mrs. Wells 
told the court Sheffey was the man 
who killed her husband, that while 
she did not see him clearly while the 
intruder was in their room, after she 
herself was wounded, did crawl to the 
door and see him jump from the froni 
porch. .Mrs. Wells said that aijter 
being carried to the Alcoa, Tenn. 
hospital, and when people asked her 
who shot her Luther, she would close 
her eyes mementarily and then the 
form and features of the defendeunt 
came clearly to her mind. She said 
she had never seen Sheffey before the 
night of the shooting. The first time 


she saw him after that was at the 
TLoudon county jail where he was 
carried after arrest in Knoxville tast 
April. 

This method of identification was 
bitterly challenged as incompetent by 
Attorneys Kramer and Gamble for the 
defense but the court held that as pre- 
sented by the state’s attorney it was 
competent, until refuted by the defense 
on cross-examination. The defense 


insisted on the right to cross-examine 
and offer proof to show that Mrs. 
Well’s identification was the result of 
hallucination and Creams. 

Defense counsel also vigorously de- 
manded the right to offer proof in 
support of its contention that the de- 
fendant had been illegally forced to 
give evidence against himself while 
inearcerated in the Loudon county 
jail. The defense expected to prove 
that after Sheffey was jailed there 
Mrs. Wells was carried to the jail and 
there picked him out as the man whio 
entered their home. In the same con- 
nection it was the contention of the 
defense that the widow of the slain 
man heard the voice of Sheffey, in 
whispering tones through subterfuge 
and illegally. In her testimony, with 
the jury excluded, she said she heard 
Sheffey speak in whispering tones at 
the hospital, and that the tones were 
similar to those of the intruder in 
the Wells home. These petitions of 
the defense were denied by the court 
and the evidence presented to the jury. 


GOVERNOR FAVORS 
CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION PLAN 


Writes Carlisle Support- 

ing His Measure Now 
Before Assembly—Ex- 
tra Session Not Likely. 


Governor Clifford Walker late Tues- 
day afternoon made public copies of a 
letter he has written to Senator Ira 
Carlisle, of the 7th district, support- 
ing the senator’s measure providing 
for a constitutional convention early 
in 1926. 

The senate will take action today 
on Senator Carlisle's bill, it was said 


Tuesday night. The bill was to have 
been considered at Tuesday night's 
session, but due to the small attend- 
ance supporters of the measure deem- 
ed it wise to hold the measure over 
until today, it was pointed out. 

The governor pointed out that if tax 
reforms are not adopted at the present 
levislature, and if the state’s consti- 
tution is not revised to provide for 
the reforms, no relief from taxation 
evils can be secured for six years. 

It will be two years before the next 
legiclature convenes, he pointed out; 
two years more before any reforms 
the 1927 assembly might pass could 
be ratified at the polls, and two years 
before an, revenue could be derived 
from such reform measures. 

The governor stated in his letter 
that he believed a constitutional con- 
vention would cost less and be more 
satisfactory than an extra legisigtive 
session. 

He stated definitely that he does

Breaks Down as Aged Par- 
ents Tell of Events Lead- 
ing To Tragedy. 


Richmond,. Va., August 18.—A)— 
The life history of young Rudolph 
Disse, alleged triple murderer, was 
laid bare in Hustings court today as 
defense counsel presented testimony 
which they hepe will save him from 
the electric chair, te pay for the life 
of Ilenry Grady Carter, for whose 
murder he is now on trial. It was 
the history of a wilful, possibly, even 
a “bad” boy. It was a history wlus- 
trated with pictures of selfish incon- 
sideration of his own family, of a 
wild free love for the wife of another 
man and of mad midnight orgies held 
by boys and girls, crazed by the use 
of narcotic drugs, resulting in brutal- 
ity and leading, finally, the defense 
maintains, to the tragedy on the morn- 
ing of July 28, when three persons lost 
their lives and another was seriously 
wounded as young Disse, in a fit of 


jealous rage, set out “to get” his 
sweetheart and his rival and also kill- 
ed a police officer ““who tried to, stop 
me.’ 

It was one of the most tense and ex- 
citing days that Hustings court has 
ever -known, a cay which saw the 
breaking of the spirit of the debonair 
youth of 20 years, who. when first ar- 
rested, readily admitted. officers have 
testified. that he had killed three per- 
xons.

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DRY ARMY CHIEFS 
STILL IN DOUBT 


Conference With An- 
drews Fails To Throw 
Light on His Selections 
for Major Positions. 


Washington, August 18.—(@)— 
Leaving actual enforcement of prohi-

The death list of the Mackinac dis 
aster suddenly mounted to 23 this 
morning with the report from the 
Newport naval station that that num: 
ber had been identified. The ex. 
plosion of the boilers of the excursion 


more than 100 passengers and mem: 
bers of the crew. 

The naval hospital authorities re 
ported that most of the known dead 
died shortly after midnight. Up, te 
that time only four had been reported 
dead. The Newport general hospital 
reported that 13 injured were being 
attended there, two of them likely te 
die before daybreak. 

Statement of Captain. 

Captain George McVey, of Paw 
tucket, in charge of the excursion 
steamer, made the following state 
ment: 

“T was in the pilot house with Cap 
tain Benjamin Thomas, of Providence 
the pilot, and Herbert Sprenard 
quartermaster and wireless operator 
when we heard a concussion aft.” 

“The boat was moving four knots 
an hour, its full speed. The concus 
sion was followed by the hissing of 
escaping steam and immediately thé 
steamer became enveloped in a mist 
which cloaked the view from all sides 
A minute after the engine stopped, ] 
swung the rudder of the boat and its 
own momentum beached it a few min- 
utes later. The wireless operator im 
mediately sounded the distress call and 
ships from the squadron of naval 
vessels stationed near the training 
station, rushed to our rescue.” 

Captain McVey said that only fine 
work on the part of the crew pre 
vented the passengers from leapin ping 
overboard when the explosion occur 

The injured were taken to the nas 
val hospital and the Newport hos 
pital. Seores of passengers with sus 
perficial wounds went to their homes 
after being given first-aid treatment, 

All the injuries were caused 
scalding steam escaping from the 
boilers. 

The boilers of the vessel, which cam 
ried 677 excursion passengers, burst 
when it was opposite the naval train 
ing station in Narragansett sound. If 
was said that a patch placed on the 
boilers last night had blown off. 

The steamer was headed for the 
shore and a distress call was sent ta 
all battleships and destroyers in the 
harbor.

The stpreme need of Georgia is beyond any 
question the final settlement of all tax agi- 
tation. 

When I went to Kentucky to study their 
tax reform measures the first thing said 
to me was that we would never get a satis- 
factory tax system in a regular session of 
the legislature; that there were so many pet 
measures under consideration, so many con- 
flicting measures and so many elements of 
politics necessarily incident to a regular ses- 
sion. For ten years they tried to settle 
their tax problems in regular sessions and 
failed, finally succeeding in an extra ses- 
sion. We tried even an extra session and 
failed. We can not hope to complete a 
full tax program in this session. 

An extra session would cost more than a 
constitutional convention and would neces- 
less satisfactory. I do not 
contemplate calling an extra session. Surely 
we must not think of delaying indefinitely 
a great constructive program of education, 
highways and health. 

Heretofore the people have been agitated 
and unsettled over after-war conditions. By 
next winter they will be adjusted to con- 
servative thought and in a proper frame of 
mind to consider calmly the vital matter 
of tax reforms, highway and educational 
developments as well as a thorough reform 
of the fiscal management of the business 
of the state making for business methods, 
economy and modern system. 

Leading papers of the state apmrove and 
mature reflection will confirm the sugges- 
tion. Georgia can and should go forward 
with a progressive government without de- 
lay since the constitution can be ratified 
in the fall of next year. 

I earnestly request careful consideration 
of the vital benefjts to follow the adop- 
tion of your aga ete

for the ‘game bill as amended was 
unanimous. One of the amendments, 
by Senator Collier, 22d. allows mills, 
dye plants and other industries to 
dump refuse into streams, as they have 
in the past. 


The bill provides that every per- | 


son killing a deer shall report the tact 
in writing to the game warden of the 
county within five days, and revises 
the open season so it will coincide with 


the federal law. 

Consideration of the general appro- 
priations bill will be resumed by the 
senate today. This measure was side-

The constitutional amendments com- 
mittee today will consider a _ substi- 
tute for the house classification tax 
bill. It is understood that the new 
bill will be designed to bring the in- 
tangible property in for taxation but 
will leave real and personal property 
taxation as it now stands. 


Favorable action on a number of 
general bills marked the first night 
session of the senate Tuesday. Sena- 
tor Andrews’ bill to declare revolvers 
and pistols carried contrary to exist- 
ing laws contraband, and to provide 
for abolition of property rights in 
such revolvers and pistols, was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 27 to 2. 


Employmen: of Frank Howell and 
Cliff Anderson to file-and prosecute 
claims in the name of the state of 
Georgia against the .ederal govern- 
ment for recovery of taxes illegally 
assessed against citizens of Georgia 
was authorized in a senate bill which 
passed unanimously. 


Another senate bill which passed 
Tuesday night makes it the duty of a 
judge to continue any case in any 
court for. the state when any party 
thereto is absent when the case is 
reached by reason of attending the 
national guard on any duty prescribed 
by the governor or adjutant general. 


Hits Travel Expenses. 


A senate bill limiting travel and 
hotel expense accounts of state offi- 
cials and employees was passed. The 
bill provides that no state official or 
employee whose duties require him 
to be in Fulton, Cobb or Dekalb coun- 
ties, or in the city of Atlanta, shall 
be paid expense or travel ftinds in 
said counties or city, and that he shall 
be allowed no travel expenses outside 
of the state unless such expenses are 


| authorized in advance. 


A general house bill with a local 
application relating to the coastal 
highway paving district on the Georgia 
coust was adopted. 

Senator Parker’s bill providing for 
a tax on dogs was declared out of 
order by President Ennis. 

The salary of the state geologist is 
raised from $3,500 to $4,500 and the 
assistant geologist salary from $2,000 
to $3,000 by a senate Dill which 
passed. 

Provision for a clerk in the comp- 
troller general’s office at a salary of 
$4,200 a year whose special duty it 
shall be to collect the gasoline tax is 
contained in a house bill which passed 
almost unanimously.

In an address at Buckhead Sun- 


day evening Representative William 
D. Upshaw is reported to have sug- 
gested ‘‘a giant political merger in 
which liquor members of both par- 
ties should join hands to nominate 


Nicholas Murray Butler for presi- 
dent and Clarence Darrow for vice 
president.” 

Coming from a member of con- 
gress in a serious Sunday church 
service the suggestion, of course, 
cannot be accepted with either flip- 
pancy or levity. 

And yet did Atlanta’s congress- 
man stop to realize that he was ad- 
vocating— 

First, the organization of a new 
major party in America. 

Second, the construction of a 
great political vehicle to carry a 
combination of the wets, anti-drys, 
and moderationists. 

Third, the actual Invitation for 
an organized attack on the federal 
constitution. 

Continuing Congressman Upshaw 
is quoted as saying: 

“And with that as @ clear-cut is- 


sue sober republicans and sober demo- | 


crats will smash every jug and break 
every bottle from brilliant and blase 
Boston to gay and Godless Gotham, 
from beery and boozy Baltimore to 
fair and foolish Frisco!” 

Forgetting the alliteration, which 
is Snappy, this means, of course, 
that our congressman would nation- 
ally merge the ‘drys’ against an- 
other merger of the “anti-drys,” and 
would make prohjbition and anti- 
prohibition the issues of two new 
parties—planned to absorb both the 
democratic and republican parties 
—and thus the elimination of all of 
the other major issues such as tariff, 
centralization vs. states’ rights, and 
so on.

And, in view of bringing Attorney 
Darrow into it, it is probably our 
congressman's idea to also inject the 
question of evolution into these two 
proposed new political parties.

The highway bill passed by the sen- 
ate Monday afternoon fixes the salary 
of the state highway engineer at 
$6,000 a year. The present law per- 
mits the highway board to fix the 
salary of the engineer, and_ since 
January, 1925, he has been paid 
$7.000 a year. ‘Lherefore, this senate 
bill if passed in the house would cut 
the engineer’s salary $1,000. 


The present engineer has occupied 
the position since 1917. In 1920 the 
state highway board, under the au- 
thority granted it’ by the highway 
He 
worked for five years without receiv- 
ing any additiona! compensation. In 
January, 1925, the highway board 
unanimously increased the salary 
$1,000, making it $7,000 a vear. 

The senate bill, if passed by the 
house, would reduce this, as stated 
Last week Mr. McWhorter, division 
eugineer, at Savannah, Ga., resigned 
his position with the state highway 
department to accept a position in 
Florida at $7,200 a year. His salary

THE GIRL WITH THE SHOE 
POLISH BLUES 

According to a newspaper item 
which was dated July 11, an Evans- 
ville girl suffered serious poisoning 
from “nitrobenzine” which coaltar de- 
rivative was an ingredient of shoe 
polish which had been used on her 
shoes. The inference from the item 
i: t at the girl wore the shoes shortly 


afte: they had been polished with the 
polish referred to, and absorbed from 
the leather, thru the skin of her feet, 
sufficient nitrobenzine to cause the 
poisoning. A .characteristic of the 
poisoning being a grave alteration of 
the ~ d blood corpuscles called ““methe- 
moglobinemia,”’ interfering with their 
oxygen carrving function, so that the 
victim becomes. cyanosed, that is, the 
skin, lips, nails turn blue. ““he Evans- 
ville girl happily reeovered. There 
have been some fatal cases of poison- 
ing by nitrobenzine (as tie solvent 
should be spelled) applied in shoe dye, 


fore the dye had dried out. Dr. C. W. 
Mu ‘ilberger, Wisconsin sta‘e toxicolo- 
gist, reports nine cases of such shoe 
dye poisoning and cites a total of 47 
cases recorded in medical literature. 
He says the solvent generally used in 
such dyes in this country is nitroben- 
zene, but anilin is often used instead 


ous and produces the same train of 
symptoms, methemoglobinemia, cyano- 
Sis, vertigo, headache, somnolence, 
great weakness. These symptoms, by 
the way, are identical witb the poison- 
ous effects of various coaltar deriva- 
tives employe. as internal medicines, 
such as acetanilide, bromoseltzer, phe- 
nacctine, antipyrin, aspirin, antikam- 
nia, and scores of other pain killer, fa- 
tigue killer, worry killer, cold killer, 
fever killer nostrums. 

A few cases of accidental nitroben- 
zene or anilin poisoning have occurred 
through spilling of these liquids on 
skin or clothing. Painters using ani- 
lin containing paints have been 
poisoned—and some chemists and 
physicians have jumped to the conélu- 
sioi. the poison was absorbed through 
the skin. They used to imagine paint- 
ers absorbed lead through the skin, but 
we know better now. Hair dyes con- 
taining anilin or its derivative para- 
phenly-endiamia have caused poisoning 
in some cases, and no doubt doctors of 
hasty judgmntehave assumed that the 
paraphenylendiamin was absorbed 
through the scalp, hair®r something in 
these cases. Even some of the fore- 
most authorities on industrial hygiene 
and occupational disease, not to men- 
tion officials of our state industrial de- 
partments, have accepted this same 
plausible notion, that certain poisons 
are ‘absorbed through unbroken skin. 
But there is no physiological. ground 
for such belief; there is no convincing 
experimental evidence to support it; 
there is not even good clinical or prac- 
tical evidence that any such absorp- 
tion occurs. Dr. Muehlberger himself 
mentions in his published report that 
“many cases of shoe dye poisoning 
have been observed in which the feet 
of the victim were not discolored by 
the dye, indicating that the pigment 
(dye) has not reached the skin, though 
the solvent (nitrobenzine or anilin) has 
been absorbed in quantities sufficient 
to cause marked cyanosis and other 
symptoms of intoxication.” Llow come, 
if the stuff never touched the skin? 
Why, that is easy enough; of course 
the solvent is very volatile, and the 
warmth of the feet hastens the evapo- 
ration of the stuff, and it is inhaled 
by the victim.

Icy Waters of Channel 


~ Conquer American Girl | 


Boulogne, France, August 18.—Ger- 


trude Ederle failed in her attempt to 
swim across the English channel Tues- 
day after the greatest nine-hour swiin- 
ming feat to which the captious old 
channe] ever had submitted. 


The American girl collapsed and 
abandoned the attempt during a storm 
six and one-half miles from the Eng- 
lish coast. When the tug La Morinie 
landed her at Boulogne, Miss Ederle 
was semi-conscious. Without tears or 
other display of emotion, the game 
girl went immediately to sleep. She 
would not say whether or not she 
would attempt the swim again, but an- 
other attempt is regarded as unlikely 
because autumn is but a few days 
away in the channel latitude, and 
even in summer the water is cold. 

At 5:58 p. m., after eight hours and 
45 minutes in the water, during two 
hours of which she was slapped mer- 
cilessly by the waves of liquid ice, 
Miss Ederle collapsed and threw up 
her arms toward Helmi, the Egyptian 
swimmer, who was one of severa! 
channel espirants who accompanied 
her as pace-makers. Helmi saved the 
18-year-old sportswoman’'s life.  Lil- 
lian Harrison, who herself was pulled 
out by the Egyptian when the chan- 
nel defeated her a short time ago, 
grabbed Miss Ederle and hauled her 
aboard the tug. Rough sea and high 
waves hac stopped Gertrude’s phe- 
nomenal progress across one of the 
most difficult stretches of water in 
the world. 

Swam Valiantly. 

The consensus of opinion is that 
Miss Ederle would have succeeded but 
for the rolling of the gray chaunel 
waters by a wind that had picked up 
enough force after she had been six 
hours in the water to raise great roll- 
ing barriers that continually beat 
against the plucky battler, who swam 
valianily from crest to trough to crest 


in an effort to do the thing she bad, 


set out to do. 

Despite the battering of the wind- 
tossed water, Miss Ederle accomplish- 
ed what experts term a nine-hour rec- 
ord for the channel. Had she been 
able to swim against normal condi- 
tions instead of in the midst of heavy

Bitter Struggle. é 
Miss Ederle averaged two miles an 
hour straightaway toward Dover dur- 
ing her nine hours’ struggle. 
18 miles trom the French coast when 
she collapsed, but the figures do not 
tell the full story of the bitter fight 
the young American girl made to walk 
ashore at Dover as the first of her

Then the wind Iashed ont from 
its steady four meters a second ye- 
locity, and a puff of white appeared 
here and there among the. myriad 
wave tips. Another gust, and another 
and then the foggy mist. Miss EBderle 
swam on, although the task of direet- 
ing her course from the tug was We- 
coming more difficult owing to the 
haze which in spots was so impen- 
etrable as to ebscure the bobbing head 
of the swimmer. 

_ In the pocket of fog which seemed 
always to surround the La Morinie 
it seemed that shore lines had re 
ceded in all directions until nothing 
lav ahead, behind or to either side 
except cruelly tossing water. Then 
Miss Ederle gave up, licked after as 
nervy a fight as any man or woman 
ever made. She was pulled aboard 
La Morinie and there was not an- 
other stroke of her famous crawl or 
a frog-like kick of the breast stroke 
left in her. She had = swept her 
strong roung arms through the water 
the last time and collapsed.

Claims He Slew 


Girl as Revenge 


Philadelphia, August 18.—An arm- 
less cripple killed young Florence 
Kane in Brooklyn last May by kick- 
ing her to death in revenge for a beat- 
ing he had received from the girl's 
brother, Detective James Kane, of 
the New York police. 

This amazing story, related in a 
“confession” by Thomas McAvoy, who 
claims to be the crippled murderer, 
was still puzzling the Philadelphia 
police more than eight hours after 
McAvoy had walked into police head- 
quarters and surrendered himself and 
told his story late in the afternoon. 

A Brooklyn’ detective, William 
Seckinger, came tuesday night to 
grill MeAvoy. After three hours with 
the prisoner Seckirger refused to say 
whether or not he believed Me Avoy 
had committed the .remarkable crime 
and asked Philadelphia authorities to 
hold the man while he returned to 
Brooklyn to check the details of the 
confession. 

No charge has been entered against 
McAvoy, but Seckinger was advised 
that he would be held as long as the 
New York officer desired. 

Discrepancies between McAvoy’s 
story and the story of the murder as 
understood here may throw out his 
contession, however. Florence Kane 
met death by strangulation, the New 
York police believe, and the best Mc- 
Avoy can do to meet this is to say 
that “his foot may have gOne down on 
her neck.” Furthermore, Miss Kane 
was murdered at about midnight while 
returning from a theater party, while 
McAvoy says he kicked: her to death 
ate in the afternoon after followin 
her as she left her home to the vacar 
lot where the body was found.

ing picketing. 

The men, George Skeith, Joe Berke-

blood, were arrested last week for dis- 
regarding an order by Sheriff John 
Russell, of Okmulgee county, prohibit- 
ing union miners from holding re- 
ligious meetings in the _ vicinity of 
mines operated by non-union men. 

“The facts alleged in this petition 
seek to show that the acting governor 
and Okmulgee county officials seek to 
place themselves above the law, so 
surely an emergency does exist,” said 
Justice Thomas H. Doyle, in over- 
ruling a motion of H. A. N. Boat- 
man, Okmulgee cofinty attorney, to 
dismiss the miners’ petitions.

The Day in Finance 


Rail Group Gains and 
mains Strong’ Despite Profit- 

Taking; Mack Trucks and 
white Motors Set New High * 
Records. 


New York, August 18.—Although 
the stock market today slowed down a 
bit from the wild pace set several 
weeks ago, some substantial gains 


were again reported in beth the rail- 
road and industrial sections. The oils 
as a group were again sluggish, al- 
though quiet accumulation of. these is- 
sues 1s now going on as a result of the 
recent sharp break. 

The railroad stocks received most 
attention from the outside trading 
public. The rails opened higher and 
their gains were augmented in the 
later dealings. Some reactions fol- 
lowed due to profit-taking, “but as a 
whole the group held strong. While 
the standard dividend-paying rails are 
advancing in conjunction with easy 
money market conditions which make 
the yields on these stocks attractive, 
the low-priced issues with merger pos- 
sibilities, including Rock Island. Fris- 
co, W. & L. E., Wabash, Western 
Maryland, Erie and others: were all 
active and generally higher. 

Among the industrials Mack Trucks 
and White Motors advanced to new 
high records, while the automobile 
stocks were generally lower. . Wall 
street realized that the motor Shares 
have had their day, and profits are be- 
ing taken. In many instances the pro- 
ceeds are being put into White 
Motors because of the favorable out- 
look for motor busses. Mack Truck 
continues a favorite, but this is now 
a rich man’s stock and no longer ap- 
peals to the rank and file. : 

According to the latest information 
obtainable here, Pan-American Pe- 
troleum, Ltd., to Anglo-American Oil 
& Transport sold the British proper- 
ties of the British Mexican Petroleum, 
Ltd., to Anglo-American Oil. a Stand- 
ard Oil unit. This transfer js ex- 
pected to set at rest the recent rumors 
of a war being waged between Pan- 
American, which. is controlled’ by 


Standard of Indiana and the Standard 
of New Jersey, which is understoed to 
be on very friendly terms with Anglo- 
American. The price paid by Anglo 
was between five and six million dol- 
lars and not eight million as first re- 
ported.

Drouth’s Threat to Power 
Averted as Curtailment 
In Trolley Service Begins 


With plans for a slight reduction in |) 


street railway service seheduled to be 
put into effect this morning, and op- 
erators of mills and other concerns 
using large amounts of power having 
agreed to conserve water-generated 
power by operating at night and on 
Saturday afternoons and Sundays, the 
threat of a power shortage faced by 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany has been averted, at least tem- 
porarily, it was stated ‘Tuesday by of- 
ficials of that company. 

Announcement was made by Presi- 
dent Preston S. Arkwright, of the 
power «company, following action 
Tuesday morning of the Georgia pub- 
lic serviee commission in granting the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
authority to reduce service 11 per cent 
immediately, the new schedules to be 
put into effect touay. However, some 
lines will not be affected in any way, 
and changes in other schedules will be 
so slight as to be scarcely noticeable. 

In event that rain, necessury to 
supply the hydro-electric reservoirs, 
doe nt .cHeve the situauion within 
a short time. the public service com- 
nission granted the company the right 
to make further service reductions te 
a maximum-of 26 per cent. 

Officials of the power company con- 
ferred with representatives of prac- 
tically all textile mills obtaining 
power from the company, and similar 
conferences will be held this week 
with representatives of all industrial 
consumers. 

Cotton manufacfurers§ agreed al- 
most unanimously to assist in every 
way possible in meeting the emerg- 
ency. 

Others Meet Today. 

Representatives of steel and iron 
industries and machine shops’ will 
meet with Power company officials 
at 10 o'clock this morning § at the 
Henry Grady hotel to discuss the sit- 
uation and miscellaneous , hydro-elec- 
trie power customers will hold a con- 
ference at the same place at 3 
o'clock this afternoon. 

Brick, marble, granite and mining 
industries and fertilizer plant repre- 
sentatives will be in Afianta for a 
conference Thursday, and cotton gin- 
neries, with municipalities purchasing 


hydro-electric power from the Georgia 
Railway and Power company for city 
lighting or pumping water will be here 
to take the matter up Friday. 

The predicament of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company is an exam- 
ple of general conditions caused by un- 
precedented drouths in all sections of 
the southeast, according to figures 
made publie Tuesday. 

The Central of €Ceorgia Power com- 
pany, with a plant at Jackson, Ga., is 
in as bad ar worse condition than the 
local company, it was stated. The con- 
dition of the Columbus’ Power company 
is characterized as critical. The South- 
ern Power company, with headquarters 
at Charlotte, N. C., has operated all 
its steam plants pragtically all year in 
an attempt to generate sufficient pow- 
er to provide for its own use and cus- 
tomers, and to assist other companies. 

The Alabama Power company, 
equipped with an unusually large out- 
lay of steam plants, is operating them 
all to full capacity to assist smaller 
plants. At Musele Shoals power plants 
at Sheffield, Ala., water in the Ten- 
nessee river is so low that no more 
water is being diverted from the river 
for use in manufacturing power. 

Conditions in south Georgia are not 
quite so serious because of more re- 
cent rains, it was stated. 

In granting the Georgia Railway & 
Power company the right to reduce 
service, the public service commission 
called attention to conditions necessi- 
tating the change, and urged all users 
of power in any form to conserve in 
all ways possible in order to avert a 
complete shutdown.
